RELIC OF FEUDAL TIMES. 


Why a Host Pours Burgundy Into His 
Own Glass Before Serving Guests. | 
Three gentlemen were dining in an up- 
town restaurant the other night when a | 
bottle of choice Burgundy was placed 
before the host. He poured a few drops 
into his own glass and then filled the 
glasses of his guests, after which he 
n turned his attention to his own.

ing the part of host, ‘‘who knows how to | 


pour wine. Most persons make a great 
splurge and send the wine gurgling into | 
the glasses of their guests. The proper 
thing is to pour just a little into your 
own glass first and then fill those of your | 
friends. This custom isa relic of ancient 
feudal times, and is intended to indicate 
that the wine is not drugged or poisoned 
by showing that the host intends to par- 
take of it also, In those days when 
poisoning was a highly developed art and 
violence reigned supreme, even friends 
might be forgiven for being a little 
suspicious of each other. Even later in 
the world’s history, a general serving un- 
der the first Napoleon found it advisable 
to insist upon his host's drinking the 
wine with him to be sure that it had not 
been poisoned. In this instance, how- 
as the host’s patriotism inspired 
them to include themselves among the 
victims, the precaution was fruitless 

“It was during the wars of Napoleon 
in Spain. The general had command of 
a regiment of the guard of Jerome, ex- 
king of Westphalia. The soldiers, weary 


| with a long day's march, arrived under | 


the walls of Figueiras. The general sent | 
to the prior of the convent in that town | 
demanding refreshments for his officers 
The prior sent back word that 
the men could find quarters in the town, 
and that he would entertain the staff of- | 
ficers, Such an invitation from a pre- 
sumable enemy aroused the general's | 
suspicions, and in order to be on the safe | 
side he invited the prior and two of his 
monks to dine with him. After a hearty 
meal, supplemented by delicious wines 
and liquors, the general and his aids were 
horrified to hear the following from their 
host, who addressed them calmly and 
deliberately: ‘Gentlemen, if you have 
any wordly affairs to settlo there is no 
time to lose; this is the last meal you and 
I shall take on earth; in an hour we 
shall know the secrets of the world to 
come,’ 

“Within the time set, notwithstanding 
antidotes and physics prescribed by the 
doctors, the prior’s prediction was ful- 
filled. He and his monks had put & 
deadly poison in the wine 
world of their hated enemies. Although 
the original reason for the custom has 
fortunately no longer any force, it is con- 
sidered a mark of ill breeding to neglect 
t.’’"—New York Evening Sun,

| screw, the forward one at the least touch 
releasing the hammer that bears the flint, 
which in turn strikes open the steel pan 
and drops its spark into the priming In 
the under part of the stock, just behind the 
guard, isa tiny hole into which is thrust 
a small quill, probably a primary quill of 
| the golden winged woodpecker. This 
feather is used to put into the ‘‘touch- 
hole’’ to prevent the powder from = run- 
ning out during the process of loading. 
The ammunition for this gun is the 
finest Kentucky powder, leaden bullets 
molded by hand and some strong, thin 
white cotton shirting for *‘patching.’’ The 
| bullets are carried in a pouch, the pow- 
der in a finely carved horn, and the charge 
is measured in a boar’s tooth charger. | 
To load the gun, put the feather in the | 
touch hole at the pan, pour in a boar's 
| toothful of powder at the muzzle and 
then, spreading the patching cloth over 
the mouth of the bore, lay ona bulles 
and press it downeven with the rim of 
the barrel, cut of the cloth as close to the 
ead as possible, and with the ramrod 
| push the missile home to its bed on the 
powder, Put the ramrod back in the 
thimbles, take out the feather and fill the 
pan with powder for priming; close the

ELECTRICAL RESEARCHES. 


Showing How Morse Utilized the Expert. 
ments of a Century. 

It is the general belief that Professor 
|S. F. B. Morse was the inventor of the 
electric telegraph. he 
was not the originator of the principle. 
| Researches were made in Leipsic by 
Winkler in 1746, Watson in London and 
Le Monnier in Paris in 1747. These 
electricians used frictional electricity, and 
while ne practical results came from 
their experiments the principle was clearly 
established. The earliest successful tele- 
graph was that of Le Sage in Geneva in 
1774. He constructed a machine with 
twenty-four wires and was able to trans- 
mit intelligence over short circuits. 
About this time Lomond, a Frenchman, 
}also attained practical results, using a 
single wire much after the method of Le 
Sage. In 1798 Salva constructed a 
machine at Madrid from which he ob- 
tained satisfactory results by using and 
| grouping a succession of electrical dis- 
charges by means of an electrical spark. 

Cavallo in 1797 and Ronaldo in 1816 
tried transmitting intelligence over long 
circuits by using impulses attained from 
the discharge of Leyden jars, which 
proved a failure. In the year 1808 Som- 
mering began experimenting with the 
voltaic pile, and constructed a machine 
consisting of a series of voltameters, in 
which water was decomposed by the gal- 
vanic current. He proposed to give sig- 
nals by the escape of gas from the glass 
tubes of the voltameter. The slowness 
of working this method was fatal tocom- 
| mercial utility. 

Dr. J. Redman Coxe, of Philadelphia, 
about this period, invented a system of 
telegraphing by the decomposition of 
metallic salts, which was taken up later 
and practically worked out by Bain, In 
1820 Oersted, of Copenhagen, discovered 
a system of electro-magnetism, and at 
tempts were at once made to utilize it for 
telegraphing. His plan was afterward 
carried out by Ritchie and publicly ex- 
hibited by Alexander, of Edinburgh. 

Baron Schilling, of Cronstadt, next ex- 
ecuted models of electrical machines, but 
he died before his idea was practically 
carried out. Gauss und Weber, of Got- 
| tingen, made an attempt to carry out the 
baron's idea in 1838, but practically they 
made the machine one of their 
They erected a line and then associated 
themselves with Professor Stienheil, of 
Munich, who made it a writing telegraph 
by using a perforated tape, much after 
| the manner of the present automatic sys- 
tems. But in the early researches of 
Gauss and Weber are still embodied all 
the principles of the mirror galvanometer 
used in cable telegraphy. It is well to 
| note that the researches of all these cele- 
| brated electricians were what called te 
the attention of Professor Morse the idea 
| of developing the system which has made 
his name «a household word, and has 
caused the inventions of all foreign in- 
ventors who preceded him to be thrown 
into the junk box or relegated to the 
musty shelves of continental museums.

had inquired twice particularly if he 
were Mr. Hemingway, sent his sun to 
a veighbor’s house for help. 

One of the men entered and came 
into the dining-room. After a few 
moments he complained of being cold 
and asked Mr. Hemingway to take him 
to the kitchen. ‘They went into the 
kitchen. The officer asked the man 
where his companion was and turned to 
look for him. As he did so the man 
dealt him a blow with some instrument. 
Mr. Hemingway saw the arm raised 
and dodged, but the club struck him on 
the top “of the head, cutting a gash 
about three inches long, and stunning 
him. Before the officer could recover 
himself his assailant had rushed out of 
the house, and joined by his companion, 
started toward Woburn. The son re- 
turning found his father bleeding, but 
the assailants could not be traced.’

‘The 
Works are situated on the Boston and 
Lowell Railroad, one mile from the 


No. Woburn postoffice, on the extreme 
eastern boundary of the town. The 
buildings are numerous and cover about 
three acres of land. 

In the year 1854, Mr. 
with two other men, Hill and Candler, 
formed a firm for the manufacture 
chemicals and chose as a site for their 
buildings the present location. Mr. 
Eaton was made Superintendent and

the business thrived. Later on the 
firm changed to a stock company and, 
in 1877, Mr. Eaton, having resigned 


the superintendency, was succeeded by 
Mr. Howard of Boston. ‘The property 
kept constantly increasing until now 


the capital invested is one hundred 
thousand dollars. 
The Works have been wholly or 


partly destroyed by fire a number of 


times. ‘lwo fires in particular were 


destructive, one somewhere in the 
sixties aud the other in the spring of 
1879. The more destructiye of the 


two was the fire of °79. ‘This was one 
of the most terrible fires Woburn eyer 
experienced. A strong wind was blow- 
ing from the east carrying such a cloud 
of burning cinders with it that it seemed 
as though the whole village of No. 
Woburn would take fire. During the 
fire Mr. Weeks, » book-keeper at the 
Works, while trying to save the books, 
fell into a tank of vitriol from the 
effects of which he died short time 
afterwards suffering terribly. A number 
of others received slight injuries during 
the fire. Although the prospect was 


rather poor the next morning, the whole | 


establishment having been destroyed, 
the company was not disheartened but 
at once commenced to rebuild. 


The number of hands employed here 
at present averages between sixty and 
seveuty-five including a night and day 
force. One is at first astonished to 
learn that so few hands are employed 
in so lurge « manufactory but oue must 
remember that chemicals are entirely 
different in their manufacture from that 
of most other things, and form 
substances by simply acting upou each 
other, or in other words, they manu- 
facture themselyes. ‘The men employed

here come largely from the British 
Provinces. ‘hey are for the most part 
a tempergte, houest gud industrious 


classof men. ‘They wear rough woolen 
clothes at their work as woolen stands 
the effects of acid better than any other 
dress goods, Some of the workmen 
have either bought or built themselves 
houses thus showing that they are saving 
and prudent avith their money. The 
chemicals manufactured are sulphuric 


acid (oil of vitriol), nitric *acid, 
muriatic, or hydrochloric, acid, alum, 
glauber salts, sulphate and sulphite of 


soda, and tin erystals. ‘These products 


are sent to all parts of the country. 


They are used mostly in bleaching and} 


dyeing factories and printing offices.

Melville is found in his laboratory busy 
amoug his chemicals. He first takes 
us into a building large enough to make 
« good sized skating rink in which 
sulphuric acid, or oil of vitriol, is 
made. Atone end of the lower floor 
a double row of furnaces is seen in 
which iron pyrites is kept constantly 
burning. This burning gives off a gas 
which passes through a large pipe into 
the first of a series of immense cham- 
bers. ‘These chambers are made

amorphous alum is then taken to the} 
tying room. Here it is spread on} 
wide shelves, a strong heat is kept on} 
the room, and soon the alum is packed 
in barrels aud shipped. 

We next enter a building called the 
**fine stone building.”’ Here a substance 
known as fine-stone is burned, giving | 
off a gass which is made into sulphuric 
acid. The building and chambers are 
like the other sulphuric acid building 
and chambers in size and shape. 
Another part of the same building is 
used in manufacturing what is com- 
monly called a sulphate of copper, but 
by the process of manufacturing is 
really a sulphate of iron. It is a green | 
colored crystalline substance formed by 
the action of sulphurie acid on iron. It 
is used extensively in dyeing, and is 
| commonly known as copperas. 

Next entering some smaller build- 
ings we learn the process of manufac- 
turing muriatic, or hydrochloric, acid. 
Lurge kettles are filled with a mixture 
of salt and sulphuric acid. Fires are 
kept burning beneath these kettles caus- 
ing gas to be given off. This gas 
passes through a series of stoneware 
bottles containing some water which 
absorbs the gas, forming muriatic acid. 

The residue in the kettle is a hard 
grayish substance know as salt-cake. 


This salt-cake, after being taken from 
the kettles, is put in furnaces and 


burned. After this has been done part 
of the burned salt-cake jis ground ina 
mill forming a substance used in manu- 
facturing glass, Another part is dis- 
solved in water, forming sulphate of 
soda. This is a fine powdery substance 
of different colors, depending on the 
length of time the salt-cake is burned. 
This sulphate of soda is dissolved with 


water forming glauber sults. In} 
another building nitric acid is manu- 


factured in the same way that muriatic 
is, except nitre is put with the sulphuric 
acid instead of salt. 

There are two more small buildings 
in the yard that we have not yet 
entered. One of these we take but 
little interest in examining as it is used | 
for packing the bottles in boxes in| 
which the acid is transported. The 
other building interests us more as here 
tin crystals are made. The process is 
thus: Feathered tin and muriatic acid 
are placed in kettles in definite propor- 
tions. The mixture is then heated by 
a fire beneath the kettles to a certain | 
temperatyre aud then allowed to cool | 
forming beautiful crystals. 

We have now 
buildings and their contents 
eastern side of the railroad track and 
will cross the track to examine the 
buildings on the other side.

In two of these rubber 
and yarnish are manufactured. but aa 
they are rented by outside parties who 
carry on the business we do not visit | 
them.

The,‘last building is yised to | 
make a silicdte in. It is made by heat- 
ing sand and soda-ash. It forms a 
xlassy looking mass which is very 
powerful in its action and is used in 
bleacheries. 

This finishes our visit, and indeed it 
|has been a very pleasant as well as

ARIZONA'S BURIED CITY. 


Lieut. Cushing Describes the Relics of the 
Past Unearthed at Los Muertos. 


“In to-night’s lecture,’’ said Lieut. 
Frank Hamilton Cushing at a special 
meeting of the Academy of Science, ‘I 
will detail, first, the circumstances which 
led up to my discovery of ancient Los 
Muertos, or the City of the Dead, in the 
Salt River valley of Arizona, and then 
show the relations of the characteristics 
of this city to those of the modern Zuni, 
and vice versa, 

‘At an early age I contracted the habit 
of wandering about the woods of western 
New York and discovering fossils, cu- 
rious stones, ete., and from their resem- 
blance to living forms I had seen I tried 
to formulate theory as to their 
origin. These theories, I subsequently 
found, harmonized very wonderfully with 
those entertained by a whole people as a 
religious belief. I refer to the Zunis. I 
began to ponder whether there was any 
system observed by these people in this 
matter, and I was led to observe char: 
teristics of soil and topography which : 
comp ied the occurrence of a camp site 
among the Indians.” 

After minutely describing his course of 
training in this respect. and showing 
how, even in plowed fields, traces of 
former human occupation had been dis- 
covered, Professor Cushing referred to 
the five or six years he had lived with 
the Zunis, and said that the narration of 
his experiences and discoveries had so in- 
terested a New England lady named Mrs, 
Hemingway that she organized the Hem- 
ingway Southwestern Ethnological ex- 
pedition to carry out the line of his ex- 
plorations, and this led to the discovery 
of Los Muretos. 

“A number of like mounds,’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘happened to meet 
iny gaze, and hidden away under the 
mesquite forest I saw unmistakable signs 
of an ancient Indian village, Art re- 
mains—fragments of pottery and other 
peculiarities precisely similar to those 
found in Zuni—were discovered, After 
several feet of excavation had been made 
the walls of a veritable city more than 
three miles in length were laid bare, 
From deductions made from all the sur- 
roundings I concluded that the newly 
discovered city was about twenty times 
the size of the moderu Zuni. The archi- 
tecture may be characterized as com- 
posed of terra cotta, 

“Thirty-three blocks of houses have 
already been excavated. The population 
of Zuni being 1,600 souls, that of Los 
Muertos may be estimated at that about 
eleven centuries ago, when it was aban- 
doned. The most interesting character- 
istic which proved that the city had been 
overwhelmed by a succession of earth- 
quakes was that the walls opened up, as 
it were, as though they were on hinges 
atthe bottom. Similar peculiarities have 
been observed during the recent earth- 
quakes in Mexico. 

“On account of the suddenness of tha 
catastrophe the inhabitants had no time 
to remove a single article, and, there- 
fore, all that could with iond the effect 
of time are scattered about os in the daya 
of their use, such as ancient jars, mills 
and axes, The latter bunches, with their 
handles burned off, lie on the ground as 
they fell. 

“A most interesting discovery 
made," said the lecturer, ‘respecting the 
pottery in this ancient village. The 
water jars contained an apparently arti- 
tificial break in the continuity of an or- 
namental band on the exterior and the 
food jars on the interior precisely similar 
to those of the Zunis, so that I am led to 
believe from this and other peculiarities 
that the inhabitants of Los Muertos were 
the ancestors of the Zunis. These bands, 
I found, while living with the latter 
people, were not caused accidently, and 
possessed a deep meaning. 

‘1 endeavored to learn the unmanly 
art of making pottery, for tha women 
always make it, and while sitting among 
them molding some clay, I commenced 
to whistle softly. The women rose in 
horror and exclaimed: ‘Child! child!’ 
I was amazed, but an old woman led me 
aside and said; ‘You must never whistle 
or sing or make any sound that would 
awake an echo in the canyon while mak- 
ing pottery, for if you do the voice will 
go out while it is burning and the pot 
tery will crack,’ 

“All I found, believed that 
everything that has motion, heat or sound 
of itself must have life. The Zunis have 
observed that whenever a vessel breaks 
or becomes useless, in other words when 
it dies, it gives a loud twang, especially

during the burning process, and they 
think a vessel is imitative like the echo, 
Furthermore, they think when a vessel is 


put on the fire that it sings, and they be- 
lieve that the vague existence they give to 
the vessels has something to do with the 


good qualities of the food taken from 
them. 
“They would not let me whistle be- 


cause they believe the sound of my voice 
would enter the clay and break it when it 
was subjected to heat. These ideas give 
a more rational aspect to the superstitious 
feeling the savages bear towards their 
fetiches and idols. 

‘I supposed there were no Zuni ruing 
west of the center of Arizona, but here, 
much further in that direction than I 
could ever have imagined, I found this 
marvelous city of the dead. The Zuisis 
consider their households as entities, and 
by a natural course of reasoning they 
have been led to believe that their house- 
hold articles should take their place 
among their gods, The Zunis’ concep- 
tion of the soul is very curious, It is 
supposed that the priests of heredity have 
by heredity power their own 

which enables them on great oc- 

casions to separate their souls from their 
bodies, and at death they do not require 
any ceremonial or sacrifice, like ordinary 
mortals,’’—-San Francisco Examiner,

THE 


PNEUMONIA A GERM DISEASE. 


Said to Re Infections bat Not Contagious. 
Fresh Alr and Exeretae. 

And now the theory is held that pneu 
| monia, too, is to be classed as a germ dis- 
ease, The authority for this opinion is 
Dr. A. G. Siebert, a German-American 
physician of New York, one of the most 
competent authorities on the subject in 
America, and an indefatigable investiga 
tor on modern scientific methods 
causes of pneumonia, and especially the 


disease. 

| ‘It is my belief, certainly,” 
| Siebert, “that pneumonia is an infee- 
tious, though not a contagious, disease, 
People do not take it from each other, 
but they may take it from the same 
place. In my practice, as a very com 
mon thing, in the same family, two or 
more would have it. In a Bavarian 
prison, out of 500 inmates, sixty-two died 
of pneumonia in one year in one ward. 
Not another ward was touched. Dr. 
Emmereich was the physician attendant. 
He ordered the floor of this ward tio Se 
torn up. Beneath it there was found a 
filling of refuse, impregnated with moist- 
ure in the proportion of 27 per cent. to 
the whole mass, from the washings which 
had dripped through the boards. The 
rubbish was analezed under powerful 
microscopes, and in it were discovered

miasms, which a few years ago Dr. 
Friedlander had pointed out as being 
found constantly in the lungs of people 


who had died of pneumonia, This is one 
indication, 

The infectious diseases begin with a 
sudden chill. So does pneumonia. Pneu 
monia lasts generally from seven to nine 
days, disappearing with a crisis and a 
profound sweat, and when the crisis is 
past, the patient, though weak and ex- 
hausted, is otherwise perfectly well. 
This is the character of fever and the in- 
fectious diseases. Again, among people 
exposed even to the severest conditions of 
winter weather in the open air pneumo 
lnia is a thing almost unknown. The 
Arctic explorers in the extremes of ice 
and snow and in pure air had no pneu- 
monia. They had many other diseases, 
though, incident to cold and hards hips. 
Pneumonia occurs in summer as well as 
in winter, proving that cold is not an in 
| dispensable All physicians of 
much prac tice have found cases of pneu 
monia originating in the same house at 
different times of the year, and it is fre- 
quently the case that those who have it 
once have it again. The latter fact is 
| well known. An explanation of this, 
which is at least allowable, is that the 
locality is the cause of the disease rather 
| than special susceptibility in the people 
| ere icked by it 

“Pneumonia is a house disease, as 
the according to my belief, with 
inflammatory rheumatism and diphtheria.

School of Industrial Art In Philadelphia, 
Woman's Work.

exposition 1876, a com 
was formed and provided with 
$50,000 in cash, for the purpose of secur- 
ing from foreign exhibitors specimens of 
their best handicraft in industrial art 
subjects, to be used as a nucleus for an 
educational museum in this city, the 
eventually comprise a depart- 
ment of a school of industrial art. This 
was one of the practical methods adopted 
to render the Centennial exposition of 
permanent benefit. It was successfully 
earried out through the efforts of one 
woman—Mrs. FE. D. Gillespie, who is a 
grand niece of Benjamin Franklin. She 
worked in season and out toward 
accomplishment of her plans. 

The result of her labors is the magnifi 
cent collection of art works that now fill 
the Memorial hall in Fairmount park, 
part of which were purchased and the 
balance donated by foreign and native 
exhibitors, These works are employed 
as models, from which are drawn art in- 
spirations, that eventually find their way 
into the carpets, china, calico and the 
thousand and one other things of art, as 
well as domestic economy. 

It is to the city of Philadelphia and the 
state of Pennsylvania, supplemented by 
the generosity of a few public 
citizens in the eastern states and in Phil- 
adelphia, that this important art move- 
ment has been made in this country. 
The best features of the South Kensing- 
ton Art sehool have been localized, and 
the methods of the French, German and 
Belgian designers have been freely util- 
ized. The progress made by the latter 
country is something wonderful, many 
of the best suggestions coming from 
there. 

Among the subjects taught are de- 
sigs for carpets, rugs, wall papers, in

|} particularly important branch is the 
china decoration, Theadvancement made 
in pottery manufacture has brought into 
demand hand painters of all de criptions, 
as well as designers who can make the 
patterns that are printed upon our more 
common stone china by machinery, 
China decoration has kept pace with 
china manufacture, and now American 
foods successfully compete with those of 
both England and Holland. 

The purpose of the school is to furnish 
such instruction in drawing, painting, 
modeling, carving and designing as is re- 
quired by designers, superintendents and 
workmen in the various decorative arts, 
and to serve as a training school for 
teachers of these branches. In the pur- 
suance of such instruction the pupil is 
taken through each successive branch 
of practical art to which he or 
adapted, 
required in beginning, and all studies are 
directly from objects and from nature, 

As the pupils advance .they are taught 
to make their own designs, the character 
of the designs being contined as closely as 
possible to work that could be applied to 
practical use. Even if the life classes, 
where made from the semi- 
nude, the models are posed in attitudes 
that could be applied to architectural de- 
gns. In fact, in no department is the 
industrial feature lost sight of, and from 
the first attempt in geometrical drawing 
to the highest perfection in copies from 
life this object is kept steadily in view, 

An important feature of the instruction 
is that of coe lling the pupil, after 
having made ¢ rns, either in textile 
or ina Sai art department, to work 
them out in real articles. Looms exactly 
like those used in New England and 
Pennsylvania manufactories are provided 
and the pupil makes a rug or a piece of 
carpet from his or her own pattern. 

In an institution owing its existence 
almost wholly to the indomitable pluck 
and push of one woman, there are natur- 
ally a large proportion of women stu- 
dents, but they are by no means the 
majority of those benefited. Ambitious 
artisans in the hundreds of industrial 
mills of the city find here immense advan- 
tages for self improvement. Women find 
the same, and they themselves 
of the privilege, both here and in the older 
institution for industrial and art advance- 
ment—the School of Design for Women 
The latter was a pioneer in this country 
in the task of providing congenial and 
profitable employment for women, 

Within a few months art schools in 
three large western cities have sent repre- 
sentatives to this city to ask after the 
feasibility of industrial plans. It 
ognized that women must be provided 
with the means of earning a living, and 
the vast field of industrial art furnishes a 
broad and hitherto uncultivated and un 
occupied one, The number of women 
now filling remunerative positions in the 
mills as desig attest the claim of in- 
dustrial art education to notice.--Eugene 
M,.

The 
collection which he has sent to the 
museum is exceedingly fine and interest- 
ing. It embraces articles illustrating the 
art of war as carried on by th 
| nal inhabitants of America, their various 
| domestic manufactures, their manner of 
hunting and the food upon which they

| (sometimes hundreds of feet)on the sides 
of the canyons in which all the streams of 
that region are found. They are prob- 
ably artificial and made by the 
ancient inhabitants as protections against 
wild beasts and their human enemies.

have been hollowed or This 
depth shows the unremitting toil, energy 
and patience of this primitive race, who, 
with but another stone as a tool, gradu- 
ally hollowed out, by hours and days of 
llabor, a block of stone of the hardest 
kind toa depth of several inches. Each 
mortar is accompanied by several pestles, 
also made of lava, sandstone, and some 
of greenstone, a variety of lava 
Another exceedingly interesting set 
specimens are the axes, of which there 
a large number of examples 
them are a few, which Professor B 
more states he considers to be probably 
unique, These are battle 
with a pointed end like an awl, instead 
of the usual flat edge In the collection 
is an assortment of cloth fabrics, and 
among them is a needle, found in a piece 
of the cloth, This, unlike modern 
| needles, although yet very sharp, is of 
| wood, being nothing more or less than 
the sharp, needle like leaf of a member 
of the pine family of trees, The thread 
is still in position just as it was left by 
some aboriginal lady of fashion, long 
| since dead and gone.

THE MODERN PANORAMA, 


Invention of the Circular Form of Pict- 
ure—A Mystery to the Spectator, 

However far back in the dim past the 
panorama idea can be traced, the roller 
panorama is comparatively modern, and 
its career was destined to be brief, for its 
niles of canvas with erude color fur- 
nished pictures that were devoid of en- 
during qualities, It gave rise or revived 
an infinitely better and more instructive 
and valuable exemplar in the present 
panorama that the eastern cousin calls 
the cyelorama. History credits Robert 
Barker, a Seotch artist, with the inven- 
tion of the circular panorama, he having 
exhibited in Edinburgh that city’s pan- 


oramic reflections in 1788, it being 
followed in succession with a view 
of London, sea fights and the Na- 


poleonic wars. Between the old roller 
panorama and that of the present there is 
adeep gulf fixed. The former carried 
the spectator upon a long voyage, with 
the leather lunged lecturer as the vocal 
accompanist, and from the steamer’s 
deck on which the audience were sup 
posed to view a succession of scenes; 
something like a Stoddard lecture or a 
guide book that speaks in a stage voice 
from behind the friendly screen of dark- 
ness, The present panorama or cylo- 
rama, without any such adventitious 
aids, provides the spectator with an ele- 
vated position in the center of a fixed 
landscape that has been made memorable 
by some great historical event. It pro- 
vides a picture that bespeaks its own art- 
istic value, and bases its incidents upon 
recorded fact. It now successfully in- 
vades the field of historical paintings and 
challenges the severer canons of criti- 
cism, as well as the ill, truthfulness 
and accuracy of the artist. 

At the first view of the spectator the 
panorama seems to be a mystery. It is 
apparently an absolute reproduction of 
the scenes represented, the objects seem- 
ing equal in size with the original ob- 
jects, and the space covered equally great. 
A circular building, less than 100 feet in 
diameter, and not much more than fifty 
feet in elevation, expands to the dimen- 
sions of the space that can be covered by 
the eye in an open landscape, and reaches 
upward to the clouds. A portion of the 


foreground, it is very well known, is 
composed of real figures and objects; but 
the illusion upon the painted canvas is 


so perfect that the painted figures seem 
hardly less objective than the real figures, 
and without the most careful scrutiny 
the dividing line cannot be distinguished. 
thinks there must 
be some wonderful secret known only to 
the painter in this illusion. The largest 
figures are between three and 
four feet high. 

The most remarkable of recent realistic 
wids"to the panorama is the foreground, 
A recent writer says: Shut out the real 
objects in the foreground from the eye, 
and the distances in the perspective will 
not be diminished, nor the figures on the 
canvas rendered strong in their re- 
lief. The only service that seems to be 
rendered by the objective portions of 
the foreground is to bring the en- 
tire landscape to the feet of the spectator, 
and to shut out the intervening space of 
bare floor that would otherwise d¢ stroy

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Physical Training at Cornell, 

“What is done in the way of physical 
training? 

“Every freshman is examined when he 
enters, by the doctor, and careful meas- 
urements taken of him, his lungs tested, 
his heart examined, his musct 
tried. During the first two years of the 
course all the young men are required to 
take physical training under the direc 
tion of the professor of physical culture. 
During two terms of the year this con- 
sists in military drill. Inthe winter term 
they take gymnastic exercise. Certain 
ones, who are found to be unequal to this 
in their entrance examination, are 
treated by themselves, and perform exer- 
cises prescribed by the professor for 
purpose of strengthening their we 
points. There are perhaps thirty of these 
in each class. They are called, in col- 
j lege slang, ‘the P. W.’'s’ physical 
wrecks, This compulsory _ pliysical 
training under the personal direction of 
the professor is of the greatest importance 
and value, and the results of it are ad- 
mirable.

THE SCARLET FEVER GERM. 


A flitherto Unenapected Souree of Scar 
latina—Dr. Klein's Invostications. 

Several months ago Dr. Klein and Mr. 
W. of the medical depart- 
ment of the government board, 
lished the relation between disease 
found on the udders of some cows at 
Hendon and searlatina. The cow disease 
was not itself searlatina, but by cultiva-

tion of the organisms obtained from 
cows the specific micrococcus of sear- 
latina was produced Moreover, this 


cultivation was made in milk, and it was 
the milk of the affected cows that caused 


| the searlotina epidemic which gave rise 


to the inquiry, Then it was proved that 
the virus of the cow disease, if conveyed 
into the human body by the medium of 
milk, developed there into the germ of 
scariatina; although between the cow 
disease itself and scarlatina there 
almost every possible difference. 

This discovery suggested to Dr. Klein 
a further question, He had shown that 
the cow disease could set up scarlatina in 
the human subject; he would now find 
out whether the searlatina germ was ca 
pable of producing the cow disease, From 
a number of patients in the Fulham fever 
hospital Dr, Klein took minute quantities 
of blood, These were placed in tiny tubes 
and transferred to the surface of nutri- 
tive gelatine. Inthe result he obtained 
clear evidence that in some of his experi- 
ments the blood contained organisms. In 
other cases no positive results whatever 
were obtained, But in four cases out of 
nine the specific organism was detected, 
and the organism 80 recovered from the 
blood of scarlatina patients was found to 
be exactly the same as has been cultivated 
from the virus taken from the teats of 
the Hendon cows. Dr. Klein does not 
hesitate to name this organism the mi- 
crococcus searlatinm, as having a special 
character and a definite mode of exist- 
ence, The next question was whether, 
itself capable of being cultivated from 
the cow disease, it was capable of being 
transformed back into the virus of that 
disease, 

With a subculture of micrococcus scar- 
derived from scarlet fever in a 
human being, Dr. Klein inoculated two 
calves. The first was killed after ten 
days, and from blood taken from it a 
growth was derived identical with the 
micrococcus searlating. The second calf 
was killed after twenty days with the 
same results. In both animals an iden- 
tical disease had been produced, Subse- 
quently two calves were fed with milk 
mixed with the growth from several 
tubes of the same date and the same

Rinsing Out Potsons,

to the amount of about 8 per cent. of the

In this way the lives of 
and guinea pigs were saved after 
being with deadly amounts of 
strychnine, chloral, alcohol, aconitine, 
paraldehyde, caffeine and urethan. With 
certain other poisons, as morphine, cura- 
rine and nicotine, the method faded. It 
is not at all impossible that this discovery 
may introduce an improved treatment, 
not only for cases of poisoning, but for 
certain diseases. —New York Mail and 
Express.

THE SENSES OF ANIMALS, 


| Bit John Lubbock’s Ninck Poodle Van." 
Tees’ Sensibility to Sound. 

Sir John Lubbock recently delivered a 
lecture to the members of the Edinburgh 
Philosophical institute on ‘‘The Sense and 
Senses of Animals,’’ in the course of 
which he that there had been so 
many important recent works published 
relating to his subject that he thought it 
would be more interesting were he to 
deal, for the most part, with his own 
observations. Different ideas prevailed 
regarding the question of the intelligence 
of animals. Some people regarded a dog 

| as an animal almost as wise and clever as 
themselves; but, on king them if they 
thought a dog could realize that two and 
two made four, he generally found a good 
deal of doubt on that point. 

Sir John Lubbock then described the 
system which he had adopted in the 
training of his own black poodle dog, 
“Van."’ He had placed two pieces of 
cardboard, on one of which was printed 

lin large letters the word ‘‘food,” the 
other being blank, on two saucers. In 
one of the saucers was food, and the card 
with the word upon it. In the other, 
lthe blank card and no food. In about 
ten days the dog began to distinguish the 
| card with the letters from the plain card, 
and would go at once to the printed one. 
The lecturer then related in some detail 
his successful efforts in inducing the dog 
to bring him the proper card when he 
wanted food, in teaching him to know 
| other cards containing the words ‘‘out,”’ 
‘tea,’ “‘bone,’’ ‘‘water."’ On bring%og 
the card markésl ‘‘out’ he would rush 
to the door, The cards were not put in 
the same places, but in different posi- 
tions; and in order that the dog might 
not be guided by scent, other cards with 
the same markings were used. 

No one who saw him look down the 
row of cards, and pick out the one 
wanted, could doubt that he sought a 
particular card for a particular object. 
He had found, at the end of three 
months’ experiments, that he could not 
get the dog to realize the difference of 
| colors, and it was just possible that the 
dog might be color blind. He had also 
failed to get the dog to distinguish 
among one, two, three, or four broad 
| bands upon the cards. In order to 
| ascertain if bees were sensible to sounds, 
he had placed some honey on a musical 
| box on his lawn. The box played for 
| ten days without stopping, and then he 
removed it to a window sill on the first 
floor of his house. Not a bee came to it. 
H» again placed it on the lawn, and they 
again returned to the honey. He next 
brought it into the drawing room on the 
ground floor, about ten yards from its 
former position, but they did not follow; 
but on his bringing two or three bees 
into the house and putting them on the 
honey, they began to feed, and, flying 
off, returned with their companions. It 
seemed as if they did not hear the tune. 

Regarding the old idea that bees would 
not swarm unless they were ‘‘tanged’’ 
by the creation of sounds, he was under 
| the impression that it was the ‘‘over 
tones’’ which the insects heard, and 
which were inaudible to our ears. The 
sounds were so low as to be beyond our 
|range of hearing. Man, he said, had 
| five senses, and fancied that no others 
| were possible; but it was obvious that 
we could not measure the infinite by our 
own narrow limitations. Even within 
the penetration of our own senses there 
might be endless sounds which we could 
not hear, and colors of which we have 
no conception. There was also the other 
question still remaining for solution, that 
the familiar world which surrounded us 
might be adifferent place altogether for 
other animals, in which there was music 

we could not hear, colors we could rot 

| see, and sensations which we could not 
conceive. The pursuit of such studies 
ge a clew to senses and perceptions of 
which we had no conception.

} saw it fall,’ declared another; ‘but the 
wain bad passed over it two hours pre 
vious. The foot passengers were children, 
and the rider was a civilian on a black 
| horse.” **Now,” argued Von Ranke, “if 
it is impossible to learn the truth about 
an accident which happened at broad 
noonday only twenty-four hours ago, how 
ean T declare any fact to be certain which 
is shrouded in the darkness of ten cen 
turies."’ To this trivial incident, which 
to many would have borne

Heretofore something has been done in 
the direction of plating non-conducting 
surfaces by giving them a primary coat- 
ing of plumbago, but that always was a 
necessary imperfect process. The French 
electrician substitutes for that a bath 
the composition of which is a secret— 
into which the objects to be plated are 
plunged for a few seconds. When ‘ine

THE BUFFALO QUESTION, 


Once—A Manitoba Herd, 

There is no question in Taxidermist 
Richardson's opinion that the buffalo is 
now well nigh extinet on the plains. 
There are a few in Yellowstone park pro 
tected by the government, but they are 
likely to be killed at any time. In Texas 
a herd of about thirty is owned by one 
ranchman; several other small bunches 
may be found, but the days when they 
rambled at large over the country have 
been numbered. Unless some means of 
protecting them is adopted within ten 
years the American bison must become 
an extinct species. In Central park Di- 
rector Conklin has several specimens of 
buffalo, but the cow is growing old and 
another one has not been secured, The 
buffalo will not breed in captivity unless, 
like other domestic animals, it has abun- 
dant room for feeding and exercise. In 
Central park the animals are confined in 
narrow stalls because the space at the 
disposal of the manager is so cramped. 

There is a practical solution of the buf- 
falo question, Mr, Richardson thinks, 
which, if adopted at once, may prevent 
the extinction of the animal, The buf 
faloes are easily domesticated, and if ac- 
customed from birth to domestic sur 
roundings, they become quite as easy to 
control as ordinary domestic cattle. In 
the northwest, where the winters are 
long and the thermometer sinks below 
zero at the slightest provocation, buffalo 
subsist without any discomfort, while the 
winters there are generally fatal to 
domestic cattle unless housed and looked 
after with the greatest care, 

“In Manitoba,”’ said Mr. Richardson, 
“there is a herd of about fifty buffaloes 
owned by 8S. L. Bedson, Ernest E. 
Thompson, who is assisting me in the 
museum, has written an interesting ac- 
count of them in arecent pamphlet on 
the ‘Mammals of Manitoba.’ A portion 
of this herd are half breeds, crossed with 
common cattle, another portion are three- 
quarters bred, and the rest are pure 
blood. It may be a question whether 
| the pure breed will continue itself, but it 
certainly could be maintained if looked 
after, This herd has developed from 
five buffalo calves, brought by some In 
dians from Winnipeg in 1878, It re- 
quires no care beyond what is necessary 
to keep the different animals from wan 
dering or being stolen or shot. The buf 
faloes are as hardy as in their wild state. 

Mr. Thompson saw them late in Janu- 
ary last year, when they we ble to dig 
down in the snow and find grass enough 
to keep them fat. During a blizzard 
they would lie down ina group, with 
their backs to the wind, and let the snow 
drift over them, The snow and their 
woolly coats kept them perfectly com 
fortable. In Januury, 1884, one of the 
cows calved in the open prairie, where 
the thermometer registered 38 degs. be- 
low zero, and both cow and calf survived 
and did not appear to suffer. 

‘Tt seems to me that this is an import 
ant question for the farmers of the north 
| west, and the national government ouglit 

to take measures for the encouragement 
| of the raising of buffalo stock. An ordi 
nary cowhide is worth $2, but it is use 
| less as a robe, 


while an average buffalo 
hide is worth $10 and, as a robe, is al 
most indispensable in the northern cli 
mate, The buffalo sheds its woolly hair 
once a year. This wool is easily gath 
ered, and it works up well into a coarse 
yarn, One animal will yield ten to 
twelve pounds of raw wool, At one 
time there were factories for the manu 
facture of buffalo wool, but they have 
disappeared with the buffalo. The wool 
| of the hybrid animal becomes darker and 

finer, and the buffalo hump disappears in 

the mixed breed. The aninial itself be- 
more docile, though retaining its 
hardihood, and is a better milker than 
the pure buffalo. This cross breeding 
affords a wide opportunity for stock 
raisers.’"—New Yerk Tribune.
